Washington, November 23.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The first 
and special session of the sixty- 
seventh congress ended late to- 
day, after President Harding had 
visited the eapitol and _ signed 
measures enacted in the closing 
hours. The house was the first 
to close up shop, adjourning sine 
die at 4:01, and at 4:37 o’clock 
the senate quit.

Washington, November 23.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
final adjourmment tonight of the spe- 
cial session of the sixty-seventh con- 
gress accentuates a seven and a half 
wonths’ national legislative record 
that is the most remarkable in the na- 
tion's history for its absolute lack of 
tangible constructive result. 

Called to convene one month after 
the inauguration of a republican ex- 
ecutive, with both branches’ over- 
whelmingly in party sympathy with 
the president, and opened with a pro- 
posed program formidable enough to 
meet some of the demands of a war- 
depressed nation, particularly as ef- 
fecting the producing interests that 
had been sorely embarrassed by a cur- 
tailment of export trading, the bald 
fact stands out tonight that the gavel 
has fallen upon the extra session 
without one single piece of legislation 
having been enacted that can be even 
politically or partisanly construed as 
of economic value in the rehabilitation 
of the nation’s agricultural and com- 
mercial interests. 

Brand’s Proposal. 

That these interests have overcome 
the tide of post-war tribulations and | 
have taken an advanced step forward, 
have been in spite of and not by rea 
son of any legislation inaugurated or 
put through by the controlling con- 
gressional majority. Indeed, it was 
a democrat from Georgia, Judge

Naval question and the Chinese ques- 
tion are undergoing this treatment. 
Until it is completed, no reliabie view 
of the situation will be _ possible. 
Meanwhile, the public should be on its 
guard against partial statements, 
some of which may be the outcome of 
an artistic desire on the part of news- 
paperinen to provide readable “sto- 
ries,’ and others inay be attributable 
to the wish of some delegations to 
steal a march upon their competitors 
for public favor. 

The naval question seems for the 
moment to be under a cloud. Japan 
desires apparently to secure an allot- 
ment of 70 per cent of battleship 
strength as compared with the United 
States and the British empire. She 
might ultimately accept 65 per cent, 
but she is likely to drive a shrewd bar- 
gain. Any change in the ratio 5-5-3, 
which allotted to Japan 60 per cent 
gf the British and the American bat- 

hip strength, would involve com- 
“SNpmicated adjustments. On this point, 
therefore, the solution may tarry. 


Other Navies. 


A controversy on percentages has 
begun also between France and Italy. 
The ratio originally, though not offi- 
cially, contemplated for e French 
and the Italian navies was 2-2, or 40 
per cent of battleship strength for 
. each as compared with 100 per cent 
for the United States and the British 
Iimpire, and 60 per cent for Japan. 
An announcement which was appar- 
ently authorized by French naval ex- 
perts, suggested yesterday that France 
might insist.on receiving a percentage 
of battleship or capital ship strength, 
equal to that of Japan, and upon a 
full quota of submarine tonnage. This 
announcement roused Italian appre- 
hensions, since Italy is apparently de- 
termined to demand equality with 
France at whatever ratio of strength 
the conference may establish. But, 
under the influence of M. Briand, the 
French announcement has now been 
qualified, if not entirely withdrawn, 
‘and Italian apprehensions are allayed, 
if not removed. 

These flutters are likely to recur at 
intervals. They should not disturb 
public eQuanimity. Among the larger 
aspects of the naval question the most 
important will be the arrangements 
for the replacement of capital ships. 
The question of replacement is se- 
rious, both intrinsically and because it 
is intimately connected with the proj- 
ect for a ten-year naval holiday. There 
is reason to believe that American 
naval experts now see the drawbacks 


to the naval holiday idea, and under- 


stand the importance of graduating 
the age of battleships that are to ma- 
ture for replacement. No one can say 
whether their advice will make head- 
way against the popular liking for the 
idea of a complete naval holiday, but 
it is evident that any modification 
of this idea must come from the Amer- 
i themselves.

Since the authorities of the United | 
States took the initiative in conven- 
ing the conference and in proposing 
the plan for the limitation of naval | 
armaments, they must necessarily take | 
the responsibility of suggesting any | 
tundamental change. as 

It should never be forgotten that | 


the whole. background of the confer-+ 


ence is the disinciination of the United , 
States senate, if not indeed of the| 
American people, to assume definite | 

responsibilities. It is | 
not a question’ of what American | 
statesmen may, in their heart. of: 
hearts, believe to be expedient, but a 
question of whut they may think the 
legislature and the public will sup- 
port. In these circumstances, the at- 
mosphere of the conference is inevita- 
bly very fluid. 

Chinese Question. 

When the Chinese question is ap- 
proached, this fluidity 1s accentuated. 
Lhe American public are less fumit- 
iur with the complexities of the Chi- 
nese puzzle than with the main data 
of the naval question. On ‘Tuesday, 
for instance, the committee on the 
Far East dealt with the Chinese tariff 
issue, and took into consideration what 
would appear to be some thoroughly 
misleading arguments in regard to the 
Chinese maritime customs. The form 
in which these arguments are put be- 
fore the public by some American 
writers today makes it seem as though 
all that is needed to insure the pros- 
perity of China would be to substitute 
(‘hinese for the foreign personnel in 
the customs administration, and to 
abolish restrictions upon Chinese free- 
dom to raise the tariff to any desira- 
This idyllic conception 
gaily ignores facts and puts history out 
of court. Undoubtedly, from the 
standpoint of Chinese officials, there 
would be great advantage in the pro- 
vision of opportunities for a display 
on a larger scale of their integrity in 
handling public monies; but from the 
standpoint of the conference, one of 
whose main tasks is to restore some- 
thing that can not only be called, but 
will be, China, suggestions of this kind 
serve only to raise doubts whether the 
Chinese delegation really represent 
anything but themselves. 

Far-more important is a statement 
that Mr. Root, in the name of the 
American delegation, has advanced the 
principle that, since the powers have 
recogaized the independence and the 
sovereignty of China, they must also 
recognize the validity of the treaties 
concluded by China with various pow- 
ers. - The adoption of this principle 
would no doubt facilitate a solution 
of the Chinese question on _ paper, 
while leaving it in substance bristling 
with the same difficulties as before. 
On the other hand, if the conferences 
were to debate seriatim the validity 
of all the treaties concluded by China, 
it might sit for months without at- 
taining finality. 

Probably some middle course will 
presently be found. Therefore, for the 
present, the warning I have given 
against premature conclusions upon 
the work of the conference, holds good 
in this respect also.

Briand Expresses 


Full Satisfaction 


Washington, November 23.—A hap 
py man, so obviousiy happy and 
pleased with a job well done that it 
Kept breaking out “in smiles and 
chuckles and friendly nudges in the 
ribs, Aristide Briand has made bis 
lurewell to Washington. 

The French premier expressed com- 
plete satisfaction with the reception 
is speech, regret ut his departure, 
and his intention of returning. 

Briand emphatically believes he had 
uccomplished his mission. 

“The world now understands -the 
position of France,” he said, “and 
Germany knows the worlds feeling 
towards France. ‘That is all I could 
ave asked.” 

Subject Closed. 
~ The general subject of limitation of 
land armaments, Briand said, is for 
the moment closed. 

“Perhaps, before the conference 
breaks up, some general proposal, to 
be enacted in a more happy day in the 
future, may be presented. 

“In the meantime, three committees 
will be appointed. One to = discuss 
aeronautics as applied to war; a sec- 
ond to consider the use of p@isonous 
gasses and similar weapons; a third 
to deal with the question of an inter- 
national jury to consider the position 
of the nations in war.” 

The premier expressed the. belief 
that conferences similar to the pres- 
ent one might well be held in the fu- 
ture. 

The subject of submarines, and cer- 
tain caustic remarks applied recently 
to France's attitude, warmed Briand 
to a display of vehemence. 

“They would take away our right 
to submarines,” he exclaimed. “What 
2 proposal, when one country alone 
asks 500,000 tons in capital ships, aft- 
er the limitations are effective. 


Wants Submarines. 
“Capital ships, what are they for? 
Surely not for the study of muritime 


botany, not to hunt for alligators at |definite reliable 


No, capital 
ships are offensive weapons. ‘They 
are a threat of war, an invitation to 
var. Personally, 1 would see every 
capital ship in the world scrapped. But 
submarines, they, like small surface 
craft, are for the defense and defense 
only.”

It has 
proposed reductions by thirty-nine 
hundredths. On land, France, hav- 
ing the only army considered, has al- 
ready reduced by thirty-three hun- 
dredths, and proposes to go further 
and reduce by half. France; in the 
face of a danegr that does not exist 
for other nations, has already done 
this voluntarily. ‘The world must 
know France has no miltaristic in- 
tentions. 

Better. Than Wa.r 

‘They may knock the conference al] 
they like,”’ concluded Briand with a 
chuckle, “but at least they will admit 
it was better than a war.” 

When Briand bid farewell to his col- 
leagues of the conference, at the close 
of a committee meeting, he said: 

“I feel I must express my deep re- 
gret at being obliged to interrupt my 
co-operation in the work of the con- 
ference, this being the last day I 
shall be able to spend in Washington. 

“IT shall always consider it one of 
the greatest honorsin my political life 
that I have been able to attend this 
conference, following the noble and 
generous initiative taken by the Amer- 
ican government. . 

“IT make it a point now to express

Never before, not 
even when our troops landed in 
France, did the world feel such broth- 
erhood with America as it feels to- 
day. Our service in the world war 
might easily have been wasted had | 
it not been followed by this greater | 
service which America is giving the 
world today. Until now the war has | 
achieved nothing. Hate and greed, | 
suspicion and deceit, the very things | 
which make war inevitable, have 
grown since the war even more rank | 
and poisonous than before the war. | 
With tax burdens mounting until cit- | 
izens were crushed under the tax | 
weight, competitive armament /was| 
piling on more taxes made necessary 
competitive lying, grabbing and} 
malice. The Jeprosy of anarchy and} 
famine was whitening Europe with | 
slow, sure progress. Germany seem- 
ed about to rot with Russia, with 
grave danger in England and France. 

Then came the American call across 
the world to stop the festival of hate’ 
and to come and reason together. The 
burial of the unknown soldier and the 
president’s speech at his grave 
brought back all the high impulses, 
the beautiful spirit of self-sacrifices 
which inspired men and nations dur- 
ing the war.

New Spirit Comes. 

And as a matter of recorded fact 
agreements have heen reached here 
upon matters as difficult and as prac- 
tical as any now binding civilization 
to the old order. China is to be free 
from exploitation. The Pacific prob- 
lems are well under way to solu- 
tion. Council and arbitrament are 
succeeding as never before have they 
succeeded in the world. Men are dis- 
playing the kind reasonableness as 
representatives of nations which, for 
thousands of years, men have shown 
in their private affairs. A new spirit 
is coming into the earth. -It was 
for this spirit that the great war was 
fought. This was the new heaven 
and the new earth of which we dream- 
ed amid the wrack of-war. For three 
years this spirit was dormant in the 
world’s heart. America called it into 
use. 

So today is the American Thanks- 
giving and rejoicing all over the earth. 
It is the day which celebrates the 
world’s greatest stride toward the 
brotherhood of man. And among our 
other reasons for gratitude today is 
the fact that oppdrtunity has come 
to us, of all the peoples of the earth, 
to lead mankind a little way nearer 
what must be the devine goal of the 
race. But we should make our 
Thanksgiving in fear and trembling. 
For the responsibility is too great for 
any but an humble heart to bear.

tirely of farmers. Seven years 
it paid the magnificent salary of a 
little more than $200 per year.

$860.28. and this increase was due 
entirely to the increase in parcel 
post business. During the year 
ending June 30, 1920, this office sent 
out 1,672 parcel post packages by 
insured mail and 435 C. O. D. mak- 
ing a total of 2,107 parcel post 
packages. At least 98 per cent of 
them were farm products. I did 
this myself—not in my official ca- 
pacity. None of my customers 
know that I am a postmaster ex- 
cept the patrons of my office who 
sell me their products. 

I pay the farmer more 
could get in the market. 
I buy many things for which the 
farmer has market at all and 
which would simply go to waste. I] 
sell to the consumer much cheaper 
than the regular market and give 
him stuff perfectly. fresh and 
wholesome—mailed today and on 
his table tomorrow. I make a per- 
centage of profit myself and great- 
ly. increase the receipts of my of- 
fice. [ am sure that if I had no 
other interest to look after that I 
could put my office in the third 
class in one year. Here is another 
important feature of it: The pa- 
trons of all country offices send 
away hundreds of dollars annually 
in money orders to catalog houses 
for goods. The postmaster sends 
this money to his depository, thus 
making a great drain on the coun- 
trv districts. 1 issue from three to 
five hundred dollars each month of 
this class of money orders, but in 
order to pay the money orders that 
come in on my C. O. D. parcel post 
business. use every doliar that 
I receive for money orders, and in 
addition I draft from two to five 
dollars per month on the 
treasurer of the United States, and 
it all paid out to the farmer pa- 
trons of my office, thus keeving the 
at home. This office 
a real banking business as well 
postoffice business. 

You 
products I handle. I mail] thou- 
sands of Virginia country cured 
hams. I mail butter fresh from the 
chureh nine months in the year. I 


use cartons made specially for but- 
ter J] mail lots of beans. The 
farmer usually gets from 3 to 5 
cents per pound for his beans in 
the fall, and the next spring and 
summer they will be selling in gro- 
cery stores at 15 to 20 cents per 
pound.

‘Former Soldiers

Under the supervision of the vet- 
erans’ bureau, the Red Cross and the 
American Legion, the clean-up squad 
will arrive in Atlanta December 13 
‘and will remain through the 24th, dur- 
ing which time its members. will 
“clean up” the problems of hundreds 
| of ex-soldiers in receiving recognition 
of their government claims. 

The squad is composed of medical 
examiners, compensation and _ insur- 
unce experts, executives, and repre- 
sentatives from the American Legion 
‘and Red Cross. The men are fa- 
' miliar in every detail with the work- 
ings of the war risk insurance act, 
and various features of the different 
plans of hospital treatment, medical 
'ecare and rehabilitation work in gen- 
eral. As soon as they establish per- 
sonal touch with the veterans, they 
are prepared to put machinery in mo- 
tion at once to get for them what is 
due them from the government. In 
this work they have every assurance 
of whole-hearted co-operation by the 
| authorities in Washington. 

The plan of campaign of the squad 
contemplates the avoidance of lengthy 
correspondence and annoying time- | 
killing red tape, by getting first-hand 
all information as to each individual 
veteran's case, and the machinery is 
well oiled to get results once it is put 
in motion. 

However, the greatest problem that 
| confronts the workers is the estab- 
| lishment of personal contact with the 
‘men they would serve. In order to|

this respect, the Red Cross has begun 
‘preliminary plans for getting as many | 
eases in hand as possible. All ex-- 
| Service men who intend filing claims 
or wha need help in straightening out 
any difficulties are asked to report to 
lthe home service secretary of the At- 
lanta chapter of the Red Cross, 11 
Moore building. 

The squad furnishes the big oppor- 
tunity for the veteran to file his claim 
or to find out whether he has grounds 
for compensation, vocational traming 
or hospital service. To reduce trou- 
ble, delay and expense to-a minimum, 
the squad will furnish each out-of- 
town disabled soldier who reports at 
squad headquarters, with transporta- 
tion back home and meals and _ lodg- 
ing until his business is completed. 

Everyone in the city is asked to 
co-operate in this work, and anyone 
who knows of a man who is entitled 
to aid or who may be entitled to aid. 
is urged to furnish the local Red 
Cross chapter with his name and ad- 
dress so that he may be found and 
satisfied.
